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BISHOP  HUGH  LATIMER  AND  THE  COINAGE  OF 
EDWARD  VI  AND  OTHER  MATTERS  RELATING 

TO  THE  COINAGE

Hugh  Latimer,  born  at  Thurscaton,  Leicestershire,  in  c.  1485,  led  a  varied  career. 
Early  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII,  he  was  very  much  in  the  lime-light.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  reign  he  remained  very  much  in  the  shadows — in  fact  spending  some 
time  in  the  Tower,  for  he  was  suspected  of  heresy.  Edward  Vi’s  accession  saw  a  new 
drive  towards  Protestantism,  so  Latimer’s  future  was  bright.  He  refused  to  resume  the 
bishopric  of  Worcester  (being  deprived  of  it  in  the  previous  reign),  for  he  wished  to 
be  free  to  preach  without  fear  of  favour.  His  sermons  given  during  the  reign  of 
Edward  were  famous,  for  they  touched  on  issues  of  everyday  life.  As  a  result  they 
attracted  large  crowds  and  were  even  patronized  by  the  court.  In  his  sermons  reference 
was  made  to  the  coinage  on  one  or  two  occasions.  A  study  of  the  appropriate  records 
reveals  Latimer’s  attitude  towards  ecclesiastics  being  employed  at  the  mint  (and 
even  more  important,  why  they  were  so  employed),  how  he  incorporated  Sharrington’s 
confession  to  counterfeiting  into  a  sermon,  and  how,  in  1549,  one  year  before  the 
fine  coinage  was  established  once  again,  he  addressed  a  sermon  to  the  king  on  base 
testoons. 

Latimer  disapproved  at  the  appointment  of  bishops  and  others  holding  religious 
office  to  non-ecclesiastical  posts.  He  was  particularly  opposed  to  ecclesiastics  occupy¬ 
ing  positions  at  the  mint.  In  a  sermon  preached  at  St.  Paul’s  on  17th  January  1548,  he 
gave  reasons  that  could  account  for  there  being  unpreaching  Church  dignitory — 

“They  are,”  he  said,  “otherwise  occupied;  some  in  kinge’s  matters,  some  are 
ambassadours,  some  of  the  privy  councell,  some  to  furnish  the  courte,  some  are 
lordes  of  the  parliament,  some  are  presidentes,  and  some  comptrollers  of  myntes. 
Well,  well.  Is  this  their  duetie?  Is  this  their  office?  Is  this  their  calling?  Should 
we  have  ministers  of  the  church  to  be  comptrollers  of  the  myntes  ?  Is  this  a  mete 
office  for  a  priest  that  hath  cure  of  soules  ?  Is  this  his  charge  ?  I  would  here  ask 
one  question:  I  would  fayne  knowe  who  comptrolleth  the  deuill  at  home  at  his 
parishe,  while  he  comptrolleth  the  mynt  ?  If  the  apostles  might  not  leave  the  office 
of  preaching  to  be  deacons,  shall  one  leave  it  for  minting?  I  cannot  tell  you: 
but  the  saying  is,  that  since  priestes  have  beene  mynters,  money  hath  bene  worse 
than  it  was  before.  And  they  say  that  the  evilnesse  of  money  hath  made  al  things 
dearer.”  (. Latimer's  Sermons ,  4to.  1575,  folio,  16.b.) 

The  appointment  of  ecclesiastics  to  positions  in  the  mint  could  only  be  justified  ^ 
if  there  were  no  suitable  members  of  the  laity  available.  Latimer  later  more  or  less  ^ 
admitted  this  to  be  the  case,  for  he  said: 

“Is  there  neuer  a  nobleman  to  be  lord  president,  but  it  must  be  a  prelate?  Is 
there  neuer  a  wyse  man  in  the  realme  to  be  comptroller  of  the  mint  ?  I  speake  it 
to  your  shame,  I  speak  it  to  your  shame.  If  there  be  neuer  a  wyse  man,  make  a 
water-bearer,  a  tinker,  a  cobler,  a  slave,  a  page,  comptroller  of  the  mynt.  Make  a 
meane  gentleman,  a  groome,  a  yeman,  make  a  poore  begar  lord  president.  Thus  I 
speake  not  that  I  would  haue  it  so,  but  to  your  shame,  if  there  be  nauer  a  gentleman 
meete  nor  able  to  be  lord  president.  For  why  are  not  the  noble  men  and  yong 
gentlemen  of  England,  so  brought  up  in  knowledge  of  God  and  in  learning,  that 
they  may  be  able  to  execute  offices  in  the  commonweale  ?” 

(. Latimer's  Sermons.  Folio  17.) 

And  later  in  the  sermon: 

“Yea,  and  there  be  allready  noble  men  inough,  though  not  so  many  as  I  would 
wishe,  able  to  be  lord  presidentes,  and  wise  men  inough  for  the  mint.  And  as 
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unmeete  a  thing  it  is  for  bishops  to  be  lord  presidentes,  or  priestes  to  be  minters, 
as  it  was  for  the  Corinthians  to  pleade  matters  of  vaiaunce  before  heathen  judges.” 

{Latimer’’ s  Sermons.  Folio  17b.) 
In  January  1549,  Sharrington,  master  of  the  Bristol  mint,  was  convicted  of  having 
counterfeited  £12,000  worth  of  testoons  bearing  the  portrait  of  Henry  VIII  and 
defrauding  the  king  of  coin  clippings  and  shearings.  Admiral  Thomas  Seymour  was 
plotting  to  depose  his  brother,  the  Protector.  Sharrington  was  also  party  to  the  plot. 
The  money  that  he  had  counterfeited  was  to  be  used  by  the  Admiral  during  the 
execution  of  his  plans.  Although  Thomas  Seymour  was  executed,  Sharrington  received 
a  pardon,  for  he  confessed  all  his  crimes.  Latimer  stated  that  Sharrington  was  truly 
repentant  for  his  act  of  treason.  During  1550,  when  giving  a  sermon  in  the  presence 
of  the  king,  Latimer  mentioned  some  cases  of  private  restitution.  He  then  continued: 

“Some  examples  hath  ben  of  open  restitution,  and  glad  may  he  be  that  God  was 
so  frendly  unto  him  to  bring  him  unto  it  in  this  worlde.  I  am  not  afrayed  to  name 
him.  It  was  master  Sharrington,  an  honest  gentilman  and  one  that  God  loveth. 
He  openly  confessed  that — he  had  deceyued  the  king,  and  hee  made  open  restitu¬ 
tion.  Oh  what  argument  may  he  haue  against  the  deuill,  when  he  shall  moue 
hym  to  deperation.  God  brought  this  out  to  his  amendement.  It  is  a  token,  he  is 
a  chosen  man  of  God,  and  one  of  his  elected.” 

( Frutefull  Sermons  by  Mr.  Hugh  Latimer ,  4to.  1575,  folio  115.) 
In  the  space  of  two  weeks  Latimer  preached  sermons  in  which  he  mentioned  the 
base  testoons.  In  the  first  on  8th  March,  1549,  he  spoke  with  honest  freedom  about  the 
testoons.  As  a  result  his  enemies  charged  him  with  disloyalty.  In  the  second  sermon 
he  restated  his  thoughts,  as  is  shown  below : 

(8th  March  1549)  We  haue  nowe  a  prety  litle  shilling,  in  dede  a  very  pretye 
one.  I  haue  but  one,  I  think,  in  my  pursse,  and  the  laste  daye  I  had  put  it  awaye 
almoste  for  an  olde  grote,  and  so  I  truste  some  wyll  take  them.  The  fynes  of  the 
siluer  I  can  not  se.  But  therin  is  prynted  a  fyne  sentence:  that  is,  Timor  Domini 
fons  vitae  wel  sapientiae.  The  feare  of  the  Lorde  is  the  fountayne  of  Lyfe  or 
Wysdome.  I  wolde  god  this  sentence  were  alwaies  printed  in  the  herte  of  the 
kyng  in  chosynge  hys  wyfe,  and  in  al  hys  officers. 

(22nd  March  1549)  Ther  is  a  certaine  man  that  shortly  after  my  fyrst  sermon 
beynge  asked  if  he  had  bene  at  the  sermon  that  day,  answered,  yea:  I  praye  you, 
said  he,  hew  lyked  you  hym  ?  mary,  sayed  he,  euen  as  I  lyked  hym  alwayes,  a 
sedicious  fellowe.  Oh  Lord,  he  pinched  me  ther  in  dede,  nay  he  had  rather  a 
ful  byrte  at  me.  Yet  I  comfort  me  self  with  that,  that  Christ  hym  selfe  was  noted 
to  be  a  sturrer  vp  of  the  people  against  the  Emperoure,  and  was  contented  to  be 
called  sediciouse.  It  becommeth  me  to  take  it  in  good  worthe,  I  am  not  better  then 
he  was  ...  So  thys  gentilman  commeth  vp  nowe  wyth  sedicion.  And  wote  ye 
what?  I  chaunced  in  my  laste  Sermon  to  speake  a  merye  worde  of  the  new 
shilling,  to  refreshe  my  auditory,  howe  I  was  lyke  to  put  away  my  newe  shillynge 
for  an  olde  grote,  I  was  herein  noted  to  speake  sediciously.  Yet  I  conforte  my 
selfe  in  one  thyng,  that  I  am  not  alone,  and  that  I  haue  a  fellowe.  For  it  is  Consola- 
tio  miserorum.  It  is  the  comforte  of  the  wretched  to  haue  company.  When  I  was 
in  trouble  it  was  obiected  and  I  sayd  vnto  me,  that  I  was  singular,  that  no  manne 
thought  as  I  thought,  that  I  loued  a  syngularyte  in  all  that  I  dyd,  and  that  I  tooke 
a  way  contrary  to  the  kynge,  and  the  whole  parliamente,  and  that  I  was  trauayled 
wyth  them  that  had  better  wyttes  then  I,  that  I  was  contrari  to  them  al.  Marye, 
syr,  thys  was  a  sore  thunder  bolte.  I  thought  it  an  yrksome  thinge  to  be  alone,  and 
to  haue  no  fellowe.  I  thoughte  it  was  possyble  it  myghte  not  be  true  that  they 
tolde  me  .  . . 

So  thoughte  I,  there  be  more  of  myne  opinion  then  I,  I  thought  I  was  not

alone.  I  haue  nowe  gotten  one  fellowe  more,  a  companyon  of  sedition,  and  wot  ye 
who  is  my  fellow  ?  Esai  the  Prophete.  I  speake  but  of  a  lytle  preaty  shyllynhe. 
But  he  speaketh  to  Hierusalem  after  an  other  sorte,  and  wTas  so  bolde  to  meddle 
with  theyr  coine.  Thou  proude,  thou  couetouse,  thou  hautyecytye  of  Hierusalem. 
Argentum  tuum  uersum  est  in  scoriam.  Thy  syluer  is  turned  into,  what?  into 
testyons  ?  Scoriam ,  into  drosse.  Ah  sediciouse  wretche,  what  hadde  he  to  do  wyth 
the  mynte  ?  Why  shoulde  not  he  have  lefte  that  matter  to  some  mayster  of  policy 
to  reproue  ? 

Thy  Syluer  is  drosse,  it  is  not  fyne  it  is  counterfayte,  thy  siluer  is  turned,  thou 
haddest  good  syluer.  What  pertained  that  to  Esay?  Mary,  he  espyed  a  pece  of 
diuinity  in  that  polici,  he  threatneth  them  goddes  vengaunce  for  it.  He  went  to 
the  rote  of  the  matter,  whych  was  couetousnes.  He  espyed  two  pintes  in  it,  that 
eythere  it  came  of  couetousnesse,  whych  became  hym  to  reproue,  or  els  that  it 
tended  to  the  hurte  of  the  pore  people,  for  the  naughtines  of  the  syluer  was  the 
occasion  of  dearth  of  all  thynges  in  the  Realme.  He  imputeth  it  to  them  as  a  greate 
cryme.  He  may  be  called  a  mayster  of  sedicion  in  dede.  Was  not  thys  a  sedyciouse 
harlot  to  tell  them  thys  to  theyr  beardes  ?  to  theyr  face.

THE  ORIGIN  AND  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  THE  EAST 
INDIA  COMPANY’S  BALEMARK  AND  ITS 
APPLICATION  TO  COMPANY  COINAGE

The  private  marks  of  merchants,  tradesmen  and  craftsmen  were  seen  at  their 
most  prolific  from  the  thirteenth  century  to  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  century.  It  is 
therefore  somewhat  ironic  that  perhaps  the  most  famous  merchantmark  of  all  time — 
the  Balemark  of  the  East  India  Company — was  not  conceived  until  1702  and  probably 
not  widely  recognised  nor  appreciated  until  the  trading  heyday  of  the  Company  in 
the  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  centuries. 


The  history  of  Merchant  Marks  constitutes  an  exhaustive  study  in  itself.1  It  is 
sufficient  for  this  paper  to  note  that  such  marks  are  generally  believed  to  have 
originated  in  Germany  and  Scandinavia,  the  basic  designs  and  lettering  being  founded 
on  runes,  the  earliest  letters  of  Teutonic  alphabets  dating  from  early  times  and 
suitable  for  stone  carving.  The  personal  mark  of  a  craftsman  or  merchant,  displayed 
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originally  on  the  ridgepole  of  his  dwelling,  and  bearing  undertones  of  magical  pro¬ 
tection,  later  came  to  signify  ownership  of  goods  and  identification  for  trade  purposes, 
and  eventually  represented  the  Integrity  of  the  merchant  and  Quality  of  his  merchan¬ 
dise — the  forerunner  of  the  modern  Trademark  in  fact.  The  widespread  use  of  Mer¬ 
chant  Marks  in  East  Anglia  and  on  the  South  Coast  doubtlessly  owes  much  to  the 
trading  influences  of  the  Hanseatic  League  around  the  coasts  of  Europe  in  medieval 
times. 

An  examination  of  the  Company’s  Balemark  reveals  three  basic  characteristics. 
Firstly,  an  upright  stem  surmounted  by  a  cross,  streamers  or  a  stylised  “Four  Symbol” 
(Figures  a,  b,  c) :  Secondly,  a  base  formed  of  an  orb  or  heartshaped  figure  (Figures 
d,  e) :  Thirdly,  the  Merchant  Company’s  initials  incorporated  into  the  base  to  signify 
ownership  (Figures  f,  g).  Streamers  are  derived  from  flags  and  pennants  and  the 
“Four  Symbol”  would  seem  to  originate  from  the  sign  of  the  Cross  or  the  Agnus 
Dei— -the  Lamb  of  God — bearing  a  staff  and  banner  over  its  left  shoulder.2  The  most 
likely  explanation  is  that  the  “Four  Symbol”  results  from  a  combination  of  these 
two  possible  origins.  One  cannot  dismiss  the  religious  connotation:  the  need  for 
protection  under  the  sign  of  the  cross  owes  much  to  earlier  magical  connections. 

A  Company  Balemark  would  need  to  possess  two  main  qualities.  Firstly,  capable 
of  quick  execution  with  a  few  strokes  of  the  brush  and  secondly  unambiguous,  being 
instantly  recognisable.  Trading  ships  traditionally  carry  small  consignments  on 
behalf  of  many  traders  and  with  such  multiplicity  of  ownership  in  a  single  cargo, 
identification  through  balemarks  became  imperative.  Few  trading  marks  have  survived, 
being  painted  on  canvas  and  branded  on  wooden  crates,  which  of  necessity  undergo 
eventual  destruction.  The  earliest  reference  we  could  appear  to  have  of  our  Company’s 
Balemark  is  that  mentioned  by  Bruce.3  The  arrangements  for  the  First  Company 
voyage  being  nearly  complete,  the  Society  of  Adventurers  resolved  “that  the  goodes 
shipped  by  the  Companie,  and  the  caskes,  shall  be  marked  with  this  genrall  marke  .  .  . 
and  that  an  iron  be  prepared  which  shall  make  the  said  marke”.  The  mark  referred 
to  must  be  that  of  the  orb  and  cross  bearing  the  initials  g.c.e.  or  c.c.E.4  The  more 
well-known  balemark,  heartshaped  and  surmounted  by  the  “Four  Symbol”  did  not 
come  into  being  until  the  unification  in  1702  of  the  old  English  Company,  the  New 
English  Company  and  the  General  Society,  all  of  which  had  been  trading  independently 
but  now  joined  to  form  the  United  East  India  Company  (veic).  It  is  worth  noting  that 
the  “Southampton  Linen  Hall  Book”,  a  manuscript  recording  dues  on  imported 
goods  into  that  Port  during  1554-5,  contains  margin  marks  against  the  names  of 
importing  merchants:  many  of  these  marks  incorporate  the  “Four  Symbol”. 

Although  the  Company  chartered  its  own  vessels  and  later  built  and  owned  its 
own  armed  “Indiamen”  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  its  cargoes  were  not  thoroughly 
balemarked.  The  efficiency  of  the  Indian  Customs  Houses  and  Warehousing  systems 
warranted  continual  usage  of  the  Company  Balemark.  Its  extension  throughout  most 
of  India  and  its  widespread  acceptance  as  a  symbol  not  only  of  trade  but  also  of 
authority  owes  much  to  the  Company’s  practice  of  portraying  the  balemark  on  its 
coinage.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  remarks  of  a  certain  Lieutenant  Moor  during  the 
“First  Mysore  War”  of  1767  against  Tippoo  Sultan,  concerning  a  Bombay  Half 
Pice  bearing  the  “Honourable  John  Company’s”  balemark:  “This  mark  is  put 
upon  everything  that  the  Company  send  to  India  and  Tippo,  seeing  it  on  their 
musquets,  has  imitated  it  on  his:  and  on  the  butt,  lock,  barrel  and  bayonet,  is  the 
mark  in  which  instead  of  veic,  United  East  India  Company,  we  see  ‘hydr’  Tippoo’s 
father’s  name,  in  Persian.  He  put  it  also  upon  his  cannon”.5 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  this  paper  to  list  the  balemark  coinage  of  the  Company 
by  denomination,  date  and  type.  It  is  sufficient  to  note  that  the  original  balemark 
(Figure  f)  is  confined  to  the  silver  fanams  and  copper  faluce  including  fractions  of 
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Madras.  A  later  coin  however,  the  one  cash  dated  1212-1214  a.h.  (1795-1797  a.d.) 
carries  the  initials  veic  within  the  angles  of  a  cross  circle.  The  later  heartshaped 
balemark  with  “Four  Symbol’’  (Figure  g)  is  portrayed  on  the  lead  and  copper  Pice 
with  fractions  and  copper  cash  of  Bombay,  silver  and  copper  cents  with  fractions  of 
Penang,  copper  Kapangs  of  Sumatra  and  the  copper  fractions  of  a  Rupee  issued  for 
the  Circars.  A  variation  of  the  “Four  Symbol”  appears  on  an  undated  copper  pice 
(cent)  of  Penang.  The  silver  and  copper  coinage  of  Java,  issued  1811-15,  bears  the 
well-known  balemark  minus  the  “Four  Symbol”,  being  replaced  with  a  B  (British  ?) : 
other  examples  including  minor  variations,  may  be  found  in  Pridmore  under  Sumatra, 
“Patterns  and  Trials  for  Ceylon”  and  “Locally  minted  and  Cast  Coins  of  Singapore 
imitating  the  Company’s  Official  Coinage.”6

THE  INTERNATIONAL  CENTRE  FOR  NUMISMATIC 

STUDIES  AT  NAPLES 

From  19th-23rd  April,  1971,  the  International  Centre  for  Numismatic  Studies 
at  Naples  held  its  third  study  session.  The  theme  of  the  meeting  was  “The  Bronze 
coinage  of  Poseidonia-Paestum”,  a  coinage  which  in  its  various  phases  lasted  from 
c.  450-25  bc.  down  to  the  reign  of  Tiberius.  To  serve  as  a  basis  for  study  the  Inter¬ 
national  Centre  has  assembled  an  extensive  documentation  of  casts  and  had  also 
undertaken  the  publication  of  an  important  private  collection  of  coins  of  Poseidonia- 
Paestum  belonging  to  Dr.  F.  Sallusto  ( Le  monete  di  bronzo  di  Poseidonia-Paestum 
nella  collezione  Sallusto ,  Naples  1971).  To  celebrate  the  opening  of  the  meeting  the 
Museo  Principe  G.  Filangieri  organised  an  exhibition  of  18th  and  19th  cent,  drawings 
and  prints  of  Paestrum,  as  well  as  a  display  of  coins  illustrated  by  enlarged  photo¬ 
graphs  of  selected  specimens. 

The  Papers  on  Poseidonia-Paestum  and  its  coinage  read  by  Italian,  German, 
British  and  American  scholars  were  all  followed  by  lively  discussion.  The  Proceedings 
of  the  meeting,  when  published,  should  provide  a  far  clearer  understanding  of  the 
chronology  and  significance  of  this  coinage  than  has  been  available  hitherto,  and  so 
offer  archaeologists  a  means  of  dating  the  contexts  in  which  these  coins  are  found.  A 
particularly  pleasant  event  was  a  visit  to  Paestum  itself  where  participants  were  able 
to  admire  not  only  the  famous  temples,  but  also  the  recently  extended  Museum  with 
its  astonishing  sequence  of  newly  discovered  painted  tombs.  The  party  was  privileged  to 
be  conducted  round  the  site  and  the  museum  by  the  Soprintendente,  Prof.  M.  Napoli. 

With  the  present  meeting  there  coincided  the  publication  of  the  Proceedings  of 
the  previous  meeting  held  in  1969.  This  volume,  entitled  La  monetazione  arcaica 
di  Himerafino  al  472  A.C.,  which  contains  much  material  outside  the  strictly  numis¬ 
matic  field,  is  published  separately  as  a  supplement  to  Vol.  16-17  of  the  Annali  of 
the  Istituto  Italiano  di  Numismatica.  A  further  session  is  planned  for  Spring  1973, 
at  which  it  is  proposed  to  study  the  earliest  coinages  of  the  non-Greek  towns  of 
Sicily.

Full  length  figure  of  the  empress  standing  facing,  wearing  long  robe  without 
any  visible  pattern,  due  to  wear  on  coin  she  wears  crown  of  triangular  shape 
with  double  pendant;  her  left  hand  holds  jewelled  sceptre,3  her  right  hand 
resting  on  her  heart.4  To  the  right  of  her  face,  in  the  field,  is  the  remains  of  the 
under  striking.  Still  visible  is  the  round  part  of  nimbus,  probably  was  from 
Christ  seated  type.  The  under  striking  appears  to  be  B.M.C.  44  of  Alexius 
Comnenus.

Christ  bearded,  seated  facing  on  throne  with  back,  holding  book  of  gospels 
in  his  left  hand;  the  right  hand  is  partially  extended  in  benediction.  Christ 
wears  nimbus  cross  with  one  pellet  in  each  limb  of  cross.  Plate  46,  bottom 
right. 

The  inscription  should  be  read  from  the  reverse  side  of  the  coin  to  the  obverse, 
noting  that  the  reverse  is  truly  the  obverse  on  all  Byzantine  coins  of  the  later  empire. 

An  innovation  in  the  obverse  legend  makes  its  appearance  during  the  reign  of 
Alexius.  A  descending  inscription  on  each  side  of  the  imperial  effigy  takes  the  place 
on  some  of  the  coins  of  the  hitherto  circular  inscription.6 

Thus,  the  inscription  of  the  tetarteron  should  be  read  in  the  following  sequence : 
ic  xc  (Ihsus  Xpistus)  r  (ohoh)7  (e)  i  (phnh)  ko(mnhnh)  or  ko(mnhnodoukaina). 

Stylistically,  this  tetarteron  follows  the  sequence  of  issue  from  the  coinage  of 
Alexius.  As  the  under  striking  testifies,  this  tetarteron  was  originally  struck  by  Alexius, 
and  over  struck  by  Irene.  The  class  J  anonymous  of  Alexius  was  issued  during  the 
early  part  of  his  reign,  probably  from  1081  to  1095,  and  his  signed  coinage  to  his 
later  years.9  The  later  emperors  drew  the  signed  coinage  of  their  predecessors  and 
over  struck  them  with  their  own  anonymous  type.10  The  signed  or  named  issues  of 
these  later  emperors  (Constantine  X  Ducas  to  Alexius  I  Comnenus)  were  struck 
usually  after  their  anonymous  coinage  was  issued. 1 1 

The  signed  coinage  of  Alexius  consisted  mainly  of  small  pieces  of  thick  fabric, 
many  of  which  are  found  in  irregular  shapes.  It  is  interesting  to  note  at  this  point 
since  Alexius  tariffed  the  gold  nomisma  to  one  third  its  original  value12  the  likelihood 
of  the  small  signed  tetarteron  being  equal  to  one  third  the  value  of  the  old  folles  is 
evident. 

“The  preliminary,  and  the  key,  to  the  reform  of  the  gold  coinage  carried  out  by 
Alexius  I,  very  probably  in  ca.  1097  and  indeed  to  the  whole  pattern  of  Byzantine 
monetary  affairs  in  the  twelfth  century,  was  the  treaty  of  May  1082  by  which  the 
emperor  granted  enormous  trading  privileges  to  the  Venetians  in  recompense 
for  their  aid  against  the  Normans  in  the  struggle  for  Dyrrachium’k13 
Thus  the  gold  and  copper  coinage  confirms  to  the  statement  of  Zonaras.14 

We  can  now  arrive  at  the  reasonable  conclusion  that  Alexius  issued  a  double 
standard  of  minor  coinage  simultaneously,  with  the  reformed  or  smaller  copper 
coming  after  the  re-valuation. 

Further,  we  must  now  examine  the  similarities  of  the  tetarteron  of  Irene,  with 
the  later  tetartera  of  Alexius  I.  The  obverse  of  the  tetarteron  of  Irene  is  similar  in 
style  to  the  copper  type  5  of  Alexius  as  described  by  Wroth15  and  the  silver  type  2.1* 
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The  exception  or  difference  being  in  each  case,  Alexius  is  depicted  holding  a  labarum. 
The  reverse  of  both  these  types  is  also  similar  with  the  exception  that  they  both 
depict  Christ  seated  on  a  throne  without  a  back,  whereas  the  coin  of  Irene  depicts 
Christ  seated  on  a  throne  with  a  back.  Further,  in  examining  the  succeeding  reign  of 
John  II,  we  again  find  a  definite  similarity  in  the  type  4  copper,  but  only  on  the 
obverse,  and  only  in  the  standing  figure  of  the  monarch,  and  in  the  style  of  the 
inscription  which  is  descending  on  each  side  of  the  imperial  effigy.17 

The  type  5  copper  of  Alexius  in  the  Briitsh  Museum  range  in  weight  from  61.0 
to  65.3  grms.,  while  the  type  4  copper  of  John  II  range  in  weight  from  44.8  to  64.5 
grms. 

There  are  two  known  examples  of  nomismata  which  were  issued  for  the  corona¬ 
tion  of  John  II,  c.  1092,  on  which  Irene  appears.  One  of  the  known  examples  is  in 
billon,  with  obscure  inscriptions,  with  Alexius  and  Irene  holding  a  patriarchal  cross 
between  them,  and  on  the  reverse,  John  II  standing  with  the  standing  figure  of 
Christ.18  The  other  known  nomisma  is  in  gold  and  very  similar.19  The  standing 
figure  of  Irene  also  appears  in  enamel  in  the  pala  d’oro,  at  St.  Mark’s,  Venice.20 

I  can  now  with  good  accuracy  establish  that  the  coin  was  issued  by  Irene  Ducas, 
but  we  are  faced  with  a  very  perplexing  question.  Did  Irene  reign  very  briefly  before 
the  death  of  Alexius  ?  In  order  to  answer  this  question,  one  must  investigate  the 
circumstances  prior  to  the  death  of  Alexius.  John  Comnenus  the  second  offspring 
of  Alexius  and  Irene,  was  born  in  1088,  as  I  mentioned  earlier  crowned  co-emperor 
with  Alexius  in  c.  1092.  From  that  period  until  the  death  of  Alexius,  Irene  attempted 
to  alter  the  succession.  She  attempted  to  induce  Alexius  to  degrade  John  and  name 
Bryennius,  the  husband  of  Anna,  her  eldest,  co-emperor.21  In  failing,  Irene  formed 
a  faction  aimed  at  eventually  elevating  the  Caesar  Bryennius. 

In  August,  Alexius  became  ill  and  Irene  again  made  the  effort  to  alter  the  suc¬ 
cession.  At  this  point,  Alexius  realized  the  seriousness  of  his  illness,  and  retired  to 
the  palace  of  Mangana.  Alexius  took  advantage  of  his  wife’s  absence  and  gave  John 
his  ring  and  commanded  him  to  assume  supreme  power.22  John  was  crowned  by  the 
Patriarch  and  received  by  the  Varangian  guard.  Word  reached  the  palace  of  Mangana 
before  Alexius  expired,  and  Irene  realizing  she  had  been  outwitted,  made  an  indig¬ 
nant  reply,  that  may  be  inscribed  as  an  epitaph  on  the  tomb  of  Alexius,  “You  die, 
as  you  have  lived,  a  Hypocrite”23 

Irene  and  Anna  attempted  to  have  John  assasinated  but  failed.  John  confiscated 
their  property  and  caused  both  to  retire  to  a  convent. 

In  conclusion,  it  appears  possible  that  Irene  temporarily  gained  supreme  power, 
probably  very  early  in  August  1118,  while  she  was  absent  from  her  husband’s 
bedside,  while  Alexius  was  dying  at  the  Palace  of  Mangana.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES 


Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  18th  May  1971 
the  President,  Dr.  Colin  M.  Kraay,  announced  that 
the  Council  had  awarded  the  Society’s  medal  to  Dr. 
H.  A.  Cahn  of  Basel  for  his  contribution  to  ancient 
numismatics. 

Dr.  F.  J.  Stopp  read  a  paper  on  “Prize  medals  of  the 
Academy  of  Altdorf,  1577-1626’:  From  its  foundation 
until  it  achieved  University  status,  the  Academy  of 
Altdorf  (a  creation  of  the  Free  City  of  Nuremberg) 
awarded  annually,  on  the  occasion  of  the  patronal 
speechday  (Saints  Peter  and  Paul,  29  June)  a  silver 
prize  medal  to  all  those  pupils  who  achieved  promotion 
to  a  higher  class. 

Select  pupils  delivered  Latin  orations  on  the  subjects 
presented  by  the  medals,  normally  four  distinct  designs 
each  year.  The  themes  were  derived  from  emblem 
books,  especially  those  of  Joachim  II  Camerarius 
(1590-1604,  four  parts)  and  from  other  similar  sources, 
such  as  printer’s  marks.  After  about  1612,  the  set  of 
four  annual  designs  often  reflect  the  subject  of  the  Latin 
play  produced  on  the  same  occasion. 

A  complete  set  of  190  medals  is  in  the  Germanisches 
Nationalmuseum,  Nuremberg. 

British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  25th  May, 
Mr.  Rimington  read  a  paper  on  Decimalisation.  The 
speaker  had  been  the  secretary  of  the  Halsbury  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  reported  in  favour  of  decimalisation  in 
1963.  There  had  been  a  period  of  nearly  130  years 
between  the  time  when  decimalisation  was  first  con¬ 
sidered,  and  when  it  was  finally  adopted.  Two  reasons 
which  made  the  change  over  easier  were,  first  the  half¬ 
penny  and  farthing  had  become  useless  owing  to  inflation, 
and  second,  the  European  movement  of  the  time. 
The  choice  of  the  pound  divided  into  100  pence  had 


been  difficult.  There  was  no  doubt  that  in  some  ways, 
the  system  of  the  10  shilling  unit  divided  into  100 
pence  would  have  been  easier.  However,  it  was  con¬ 
sidered  essential  to  retainfthe  pound  sterling,  because  of 
its  international  position.  Mr.  Rimington  mentioned  the 
historical  logic  of  the  system  by  which  the  pound  would 
contain  100  pence,  not  20  shillings.  The  penny  went 
back  to  the  8th  century,  but  the  shilling  was  not  coined 
until  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  The  Committee  had  come 
to  these  conclusions  regarding  the  coins. 

1.  The  florin  and  shilling  were  to  be  retained,  im¬ 
portant  as  regards  slot  machines. 

2.  The  position  of  blind  people  was  to  be  considered 
regarding  the  range  of  sizes  of  the  coins. 

3.  The  coins  should  bear  a  weight  relationship. 

4.  The  order  of  value  should  be  1,  2,  5,  and  10  pence. 

5.  A  higher  value  coin  should  be  established.  Bank 
notes  not  economic,  particularly  the  10  shilling 
note. 

6.  It  was  considered  if  the  10  shilling  or  50  pence 
piece  should  be  abandoned,  and  replaced  by  a  20 
pence  piece  of  twice  the  weight  of  the  florin  or 
10  penny  piece. 

London  Num.  Club.  At  the  meeting  held  on  the 
4th  May,  Eric  Harris,  D.Sc.,  a  member  of  the  Club, 
addressed  other  members  on  the  subject  of  the  Com¬ 
position  and  Treatment  of  Coins. 

The  speaker  pointed  out  that  the  earliest  coins  were 
made  from  natural,  rare  metals,  usually  gold,  silver  or 
electrum.  But  even  in  those  times  dishonest  people  were 
around  for  staters  from  Corinth  are  known  made  from 
base  metal  with  a  gold  plating.  Dr.  Harris  then  explained 
in  detail  how  to  detect  a  plated  coin  by  obtaining  the 
density  of  the  piece.  Copper  produces  a  lower  reading 
than  silver,  for  instance. 
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A  chart  was  shown  indicating  the  results  of  tests 
carried  out  on  a  large  number  of  Saxon  and  Norman 
coins,  ranging  from  Aethelred  II  of  Northumbria  to 
Stephen,  to  ascertain  their  silver  content.  These  tests 
indicated  that  the  majority  of  the  coins  involved  were 
remarkably  close  to  the  correct  fineness  of  92%.  There 
were,  however,  exceptions  in  respect  of  some  types  in  a 
number  of  reigns,  with  the  content  dropping  to  50%  or 
less.  The  reigns  of  Burgred  and  Alfred  were  amongst 
those  with  lower  quality  coins.  A  notable  result  from 
the  test  relates  to  the  Stephen  pennies.  In  this  reign, 
where  one  would  expect  to  find  poor  coins,  the  most 
base  specimens  were  no  lower  than  75%  silver. 

Dr.  Harris  continued  by  illustrating  the  need  to  break 
down  the  metal  content  of  a  coin  before  attempting  to 
clean  it.  This  exercise  is  also  invaluable  in  dealing  with 
forgeries,  as  often  the  alloys  used  will  prove  beyond 
doubt  the  genuineness  or  otherwise  of  a  piece.  Having 
warned  members  not  to  attempt  to  clean  coins  themselves 
until  they  have  practised  on  other  pieces  of  metal  or 
coins  of  no  value,  the  speaker  then  demonstrated  how 
experienced  he  is  in  dealing  with  silver  and  base  metal 
coins  which  have  been  affected  by  sulphides,  chlorides 
or  rust.  He  wrapped  the  silver  coins  in  aluminium  foil 
and  submerged  them  in  caustic  soda,  whilst  coins 
affected  by  lead  solder  were  placed  directly  in  a  mixture 
of  caustic  soda  and  hydrogen  peroxide.  The  specimens 
so  treated  were  handed  round  for  members  to  see  the 
results. 

After  the  demonstrations,  a  large  number  of  questions 
were  asked  and  it  was  obvious  that  the  members  present 
had  enjoyed  the  evening  very  much.

ENGLISH  AND  COIN 

Jettons  or  casting-counters  first  appeared 
in  France  about  the  beginning  of  the  13th 
century  and  reached  Britain  soon  afterwards.

actual  coins  hitherto  used,  which  could  easily 
be  lost  or  stolen.  With  the  spread  of  trade, 
merchants  had  to  reckon  such  large  sums  that 
the  lengthy  Roman  numerals  were  too  un¬ 
wieldy,  but  by  placing  the  counters  in  different 
squares  they  could  add  from  1  to  1,000  quite 
easily.  English  and  Anglo-Gallic  jettons  are 
rare.  They  follow  the  style  of  the  sterling 
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penny,  though  without  a  legend,  but  to 
prevent  them  being  passed  off  as  coinage  they 
all  carry  a  small  indentation,  usually  in  the 
centre.  French  jettons  are  more  numerous 
and  usually  pierced  when  used  in  this  country. 
The  early  types  all  have  a  shield  on  the 
obverse,  but  with  the  introduction  of  plate 
armour  in  the  15th  century,  when  the  soldiers’ 
shield  became  obsolete,  this  was  replaced  by 
a  coat  of  arms.  They  all  carry  various  legends, 
some  stating  they  are  jettons,  not  coins, 
others  of  a  religious  or  sentimental  nature 
such  as  Ave  Maria,  or  Vive  L’ Amour,  and 
were  in  Lombardic  lettering  till  about  the 
16th  century.  In  the  16th  century  Nuremberg 
became  the  chief  centre  of  their  manufacture. 
Early  jettons  were  usually  made  of  latten,  a 
mixture  of  60  parts  copper,  30  zinc  and  10 
lead,  though  later  copper,  brass,  and  even 
silver  was  used.

_ _  A  medal  to  commemorate  the  Long  Refit  1967-70

The  “Silent  Service”  is  never  renowned  for 
“blowing  its  own  trumpet”  and  there  must  be  thou¬ 
sands  serving  in  the  Royal  Navy — and  millions  of 
civilians,  who  have  little  or  no  idea  that  the  3  year  and 
£32  million  Long  Refit  and  Re-construction  of 
H.M.S.  Ark  Royal — together  with  all  the  trials  and 
work  ups — were  a  far  larger  undertaking  than  the 
building  of  the  QE2. 

The  most  significant  fact  in  the  whole  project, 
which  has  been  likened  to  a  3  year  rugger  match — 
was  that  there  was  no  extra  time! 

When  steam  became  available  on-board  (at  the 
2  year  point)  it  was  well  recognised  amongst  the 
Engineers  that  the  “Battle  of  the  Boiler  Rooms” 
would  be  their  first  major  encounter  of  the  refit. 

Thereafter  as  each  section  was  completed  and  was 
accepted  by  the  ship  back  from  Devonport  Dockyard^ 
the  Ship’s  Company,  in  every  department,  workedtp 
systematically  to  prepare  its  equipment  and  prove  its 
organisation.

Particular  landmarks  were: 

Preliminary  Sea  Trials  — 

Commissioning  in  the  presence 

of  the  Queen  Mother  —  24th  February  1970 

Post  Refit  and  Initial  Flying  Trials  —  March  1970 
Without  doubt  a  major  factor  in  this  success  story  was  the  sustained  and  single 
minded  effort  of  the  Ship’s  Company  as  it  built  up  throughout  the  final  year.  It 
was  recognised  that  the  Long  Refit  and  final  Commissioning  of  H.M.S.  Ark  Royal 
would  be,  perhaps,  the  toughest  task  that  officers  and  ratings  had  to  face  during 
their  time  in  the  Service.  If  the  majority  were  about  to  serve  in  their  first — and 
perhaps  their  last  commission  in  a  Fixed  Wing  Aircraft  Carrier,  there  were  others 
who  could  count  many  years’  service  in  Ark  Royal  and/or  her  sister  ship  Eagle. 
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This  former  service  represented  a  very  considerable  investment  of  valuable, 
hard  won  and  rare  experience — an  essential  ingredient  for  ultimate  success. 

The  idea  of  the  "‘Ark  Royal  Star  and  Bar”  as  a  souvenir  to  mark  personal 
participation  in  the  Long  Refit  first  started  in  the  Marine  Engineering  Department 
and  later  found  support  throughout  the  ship. 

The  “Bars”  would  represent  each  year,  or  part  year,  served  in  Ark  Royal.  As 
any  time  served  in  Eagle  would  provide  equally  valuable  experience,  it  was  decided 
that  bars  for  Eagle  as  well  as  Ark  Royal  would  be  produced. 

“Time  in  Refit”  would  count  the  same  as  “Sea  Time” — as  the  work  was  probably 
just  as  hard  and  at  times  the  conditions  far  more  exacting! 

The  design  of  the  star  was  based  on  the  1939-45  War  Star  for  simplicity  and 
had  the  ship’s  crest  of  Ark  Royal  as  a  centre  decoration. 

Messrs.  J.  R.  Gaunt  Ltd.  of  Soho,  London,  willingly  accepted  the  order  and 
produced  special  dies  for  the  star  and  the  two  bars. 

\  The  Stars  and  Bars  were  struck  in  white  metal  with  a  surface  finish  of  electro 
plated  nickel  silver  and  suspended  from  the  plain  crimson  ribbon  of -the  Victorian 
Army  Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct  Medal. 

This  particular  ribbon  was  withdrawn  from  use  about  70  years  ago  as  it  was 
getting  confused  with  that  of  the  Victoria  Cross!  The  colour  however,  is  not  far  off 
the  traditional  colour  for  Ark  Royal  (and  Marine  Engineers)  so  the  choice  was 
perhaps  appropriate! 

Just  over  100  Stars  were  produced,  together  with  some  250  Ark  Royal  bars 
and  60  Eagle  bars. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  applications  for  the  Star  were  for  single  or  two  Ark 
Royal  bars  but  there  were  a  number  of  “multiple  bar”  specimens. 

In  particular,  one  officer  with  a  lot  of  “four  shaft  carrier”  experience  could 
claim  4  Ark  Royal  bars  and  6  Eagle  bars. 

The  most  interesting  Ark  Royal  Star  without  a  doubt  now  belongs  to  a  Chief 
Engineering  Mechanic  who  has  an  unrivalled  claim  to  11  bars — all  for  Ark  Royal ! 

Interest  in  the  project  was  found  in  every  section  of  the  ship — including  the 
NAAFI  Manager,  his  assistant  Manager  and  a  Hairdresser. 

Star  holders  can,  it  is  hoped,  feel  satisfied  that  they  have  secured  a  most  unusual — 
if  not  unique  Naval  Souvenir,  and  one  which  may  well  be  of  great  interest  to  Medal 
Collectors  in  the  future. 
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N.B. — These  medals  will  not  be  available 
for  inspection  before  Wednesday,  30th  June, 
though  orders  by  post  and  telephone  are 
accepted  earlier.
